thousands, political persecution has slain 
its ten thousands. 
| It was, perhaps, a considerable part a 
political, under a religious garb, which put 
our Saviour to death. According to their 
law, they thought he ought to die. If we 
let him alone, the Romans will come, say 
they, and take away our place and nation. 
Religionists can never do much by way 
of persecuting people to prison and death, 
unless the civil government aids them in 
the work. In most countries where per- 
secution has raged, the church and the 
civil government have been so connected 
that it may be dificult to determine how 
(ar religion, or that which may be distin- 
guished trom politics, has influenced peo- 
ple to torment and destroy one another. 
Quy Saviour, in order to correct these 
abuses among his disciples which were 
supported by the law of Moses among the 
Jews, gives us the instruction in our text. 
The substance of his preaching through- 
out his sermon, seems evidently designed 
to promote the genuine spirit of the gos- 
pel, which was in perfect conformity to 
the moral law. © Thou shalt love thy 
neighbor asthyself.” By neighbor, Christ 
did not mean to exclude our enemies, for 
he adds, * love your enemies.”

smite us. So far from returning stroke | 
for stroke, when smitten on one cheek, 
Christ says, “ turn to him the other also.”

pose that men are just as criminal as they 


iatend to do or wish to do in their hearts. 
Qn this principle, we will suppose that 
some men wish there was no such God at 
the head of the universe as will judge 
them tor thetr conduct. On this supposi 
tion, should God deal with them as they 
wish to deal with God, dethrone or destroy 
him, they would seem to deserve only de- 
struction. If we sheuld suppose that any 
of mankind do so really hate theii Maker, 
that they would, if they had power, make 
God endlessly miserable, then on the prin- 


ciple of justice, an eye for an cye, or life 
for life, the sinner might deserve endless 


misery. This is the doctrine of Dr 


Huntington, who endeavored to support | 


Universalism by Calvinism improved. He 


; held that sin was infinite evil; because the 


nature of sin was to des troy all happiness 
out of the universe, and even God himself. 
That is, if sin were to operate according 
to its native tendency. But Huntington 


supposed, that as Christ was God, and as | 


he suffered, he made an infinite atone- 
ment for sin, so that God can and will, on
